It  will  be  a  pleasure  to  look  in  at  Traquair  Castle  in 
September  and  obtain  for  you  photographs  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
Earls.  Other  photographs  covering  interesting  features  will  also

To  give  you  an  idea  how  easy  it  will  be,  we  expect  to 
take  the  train  to  Carlisle  the  day  after  we  get  off  the  airplane.  At 
or  near  Brampton  I  propose  to  look  into  the  Laws on  family,  ancestors 
of  my  Mother's  family  who  landed  here  in  182*9/  TBen  we  will  drive 
north  to  Langholm  and  Westerkirk  in  Dumfriesshire  for  a  look  at  the 
Thomson  connection.  I  got  the  information  on  the  Thomsons  just  the 
other  day  from  a  :?olume  on  the  David  Thomsons  of  Scarboro.  David,  a 
younger  brother  of  Archibald  arrived  in  Canada  in  1796.  From  there 
we  will  go  through  Hawick  to  Jedburgh  where  we  will  inspect  any 
documents  or  monuments  relating  to  the  ?air  family,  (my  wife's  maiden 
name).  Our  route  then  takes  us  through  Melrose,  Galashiels,  Inner- 
leithen, Peebles  to  Bigp:ar,  only  55  miles,  which  will  give  us  plenty 
of  time  to  stop  at  Traquair  Castle.  Prom  Biggar  we  propose  to  drive 
to  Irvine  in  Ayrshire  to  inquire  into  the  Gilkisons  and  John  Gait. 
Then  to  Edinburgh  by  way  of  Loch  Lomond,  Stirling,  Bannockburn, 
Falkirk  and  Linlithgow.  After  a  day  or  two  in  Edinburgh  we  take  the 
train  to  Inverness  to  do  some  research  on  the  Grants .  after  which 
the  train  will  take  us  to  Aberdeen  where  we   hope  to  find  some  trace 
of  the  Geddes  connection.  That  leaves  us  Blairgowrie  and  the  Dewars 
which  we  will  do  by  car  from  Aberdeen,  via  Balmoral.  Then  Edinburgh 
and  London.  So  you  see,  there  is  no  problem  and  no  expense,  because 
we  will  be  taking  photos  for  our  own  collection  anjrway* 

I  hanre  been  able  to  add  quite  a  lot  of  data  to  my 
record,  and  think  that  I  will  consolidate  the  Scottish  and  English 
information  with  the  Canadian  stuff  when  I  get  back,  and  than  have 
the  thing  published,  or  at  least  printed*   If  this  happens,  you  will 
get  a  copy  for  your  files. 

Glad  to  hear  from  you  at  any  time.

This  i,7ill 
give  you  Just  about  all  the  l-cnci^ledge  I  have  concerning  the  Thomson 
connection,  and,  for  that  matter,  the  Ruttans,  Gilkisons,  Geddes^s 
etc*  If  your  records  contain  any  further  information  about  tie 
doings  of  some  of  these  ancestors  \7hich  may  not  be  included  in  my 
record,  I  would  be  glad  if  you  would  put  me  in  the  picture,  so  th3.t 
my  next  draft  will  be  more  complete. 

I  am  sure  that  the  Thomsons  of  the  Uohawi:  Valley 
ars  not  connections  of  ours,  but  one  never  knov;s.  Hy  father  told 
me  once  that  some   relatives  of  Archibald's  came  out  from  Scotland 
subsequent  to  1763,  ajid  settled  in  Scarboro  township,  but  I  am 
doubtful  if  they  were  U.S.  Loyalists.  F-any  of  their  descendants 
I  am  told,  still  live  there. 

Having  in  mind  ttiat  all  my  ancestors  except  the 
Ruttans,  Barthes  and  Lawsons  were  either  Scotch  or  Irish,  it  is

On  revievring  your  pannDhlet  I  discovered  server al  faffniliar 
nasnes  which  anoear  in  our  early  history — Grant,   Barthe,   Gilkinson,  Thomson, 
etc.,  etc.   At  the  same  time,  it  came  to  me  that  I  could  add  to  your  knowledge, 
if  yon  do  not  already  have  it.  I  refer  to  the  records  of  yotir  several  fVench 
families  to  be  found  in  Tanguay's  ^Uctionary.  I  started  to  arrange  it  for  you, 
beginning  with  the  Darthes.  Then,   I  kept  adding  related  families,  much  to  jr^r 
regret,   as  it  turned  out  to  be  a  time-consuming  labor.  However,  I  am  enclosing 
it,  hoping  that  it  broadens  your  horizon.  You  vdll  note  thsct  I  have  d-ited  the 
Barthe- filavdne  marriagej  his  seven  children;  corrected  spelling  of  Cantpcan-^ 
and  ancestry,  in  all  lines,  of  Barthe-Caraneaii. 

I  have  soBie  notes  regarding  Thomson-Thittan,  but  it 
will  take  sane  time  to  organize  it.  It  gives  an  interesting  light  on  the 
itinerary  of  jlrchibald  fron  Scotland  to  Scarboro. 

I  TTas  in  the  G.  A.  11.  C.  during  the  First  'Jar.  I  joined 
as  a  student  in  191^,  went  overseas  in  Feb.,  1916,   as  rear-lJank  private.  I  vias 
in  reinforcements  for  lio.  5  Stationary  (Queen's)  hospital.,  then  in  Egypt.  On 
disembnrking,  we  becaine  attached  to  Iloore  Barracks  IIosp.,  Folkestone,  while 
we  awac-ted  the  return  of  lb.  5  ^<^  ^ifeTpt.  In  I9I6,  Ilo.  §  boGssne  :Jo,  7  Gen. 
Ifosp.,   and  was  sent  to  Prance,  to  Le  Trepor^  to  organize.  In  the  raeantijne, 
the  re-inforceetnents  went  to  Ji'ance  31  Haor  (the  ds^  of  the  Battle  of  Jutland), 
and  were  temporarily  posted  for  duty  with  other  Can.  Fosps.  I  went  to  I*^o.  2 
Can.  Stationary  at  Boulogne.  In  Sept.,    '16  v^e  returned  to  IJo.  7  at  Treport, 
and  in  Ilov.-Dec.  follo^Jing  removed  to  the  Base  at  Etaples.  Here  I  remsjied 
until  the  Spring  of  1919,  when  we  returned  home.  I  had  the  distinction  of  being 
discharged  in  the  sane  ranli:  as  was    Idolph  ■itler. 

In  the  2nd  r?ar,  I  entered  the  srw  ^  Barriefb'.eld  in

D,  M,  C.  in  »hli;    'teting  D,  II,  0.  Dec.,    »h.^— '^♦,    »ii6,  when  I  was  retired. 
Subsequently,  I  served  3  years  as  0.  C.  I-iledical  Section  of  !K).  5  Harming 
Depot,  Kingston. 

I  rbcoll  a  number  of  those  names  of  medical  stuiJdnts, 
particularly.  Diamond,  Box  (fron  :!enfrew),   and  I-i5f3jmon  (also  of  Renfrew). 
IlcFdnnon's  son  is  my  son-in-lat;.  I  have  never  been  to  Taplov;,  but  I  have 
heard  so  many  nurses  \Jho  spoke  of  it  and  their  time  there.  A  rear-rank  in 
his  teens  does  not  do  too  much  travelling.  If  I  tiere  there  now,  believe  me, 
I  would  get  aibout  the  country  to  visit  all  the  places  vjhere  n^  ancestors  once 
lived. 

I  hope  that  you  continue  your  most  interesting  woric.
